tart ley we are permitted to publish 
ho following extract from A letter re­ 
ceived by her a few days ago from her 
husband who is on his way to the gold 
ogiouB of Alaska. Tho letter is dated 
it Lake Linder man September 10th 
md says: 
I think I wrote you that I would be 
over the summit by Sept. 5th and I 
list made it the night of Sept. 4th 
md overtook the Madison, street party 
right t! ere. 
I joined them there and 
lave been one of tho crowd since 
We are now camped on the banks of 
Lake Linderman with all our baggage 
and provisions and I think our boats 
will be ready to go down the river in 
about four days. McDonald, the man 
I intended to go down with and F. H. 
Knapp, the lawyer, both went the 
Skaguay trail aud Jim Gibson tells 
me cannot get through this year 
They are having a dreadful time over 
there and am told have killed horses 
by the hundred all to uo purpose. 
When I got loose from the W ilm ette 
I put my goods in a boat and took 
them up the Dyca river a distance of 
six miles. I then bought a horse pay 
mg $125 for him and packed my stuff 
to the foot of the summit getting there 
about September 1st by carrying a 
load myself and packing my horse a1 
he could carry. I carried my goods 
over the summit a distance of a mile 
and a half on my back and overtook 
the Madison street boys in camp on 
Crater lake about a half mile from the 
summit. Of course I saw them at dif 
fereut times on the trail but they hac 
about two weeks the start of me anc 
I did not catch up to them with a1 
my goods until about Sept. 4. They 
couldn’t understand how I did it since 
I had as large an outfit as any of them 
I have been camping with them for 
two weeks now and am virtually one 
of the party. 
The hardship of getting over this 
trail from Dyea to Lake Linderman 
have not been much overrated thoug 
this is by far the best route. One c 
the worst features of the whole thing 
is the fact that from Sheep camp, live 
miles from the summit, to Lake Lin 
derman, eleven miles down the Yukon 
side there is little of any wood to be 
had and at the summit and for two 
miles on each side wood of any kine 
even shrubs, do not grow, the whole 
country being just simply mountains 
of rock. The last half mile before you 
reach the summit you rise 2,000 feet 
so you can imagine how steep it is. 
Wood at the foot of the summit is 
worth six cents a pound and one can­ 
not have fire to dry himself with but 
is in luck if be can get a cup of some­ 
thing warm once a day. I have seen 
doughnuts sell for 25 cents a piece 
aud even hard tack biscuit sold all 
the way from IO to 20 cents each. 
Money is no object on this trail. When 
I packed my goods over the summit I 
took over 420 pounds in one day. As 
the rate for carrying over was then 8 
cents a pound I earned $32 that day 
carrying my owe goods. I have about 
1100 pounds hereon Lake Linderman 
aud it would have cost me 40 cents a 
pound to have it carried here from 
Dyea so you can imagine what I 
could have earned packing for some 
one else. A pair of shoes worth $5 in 
Seattle are worth from $10 to $15 
here aud you can’t buy a pound of 
Hour here on the lake for less than 40 
cents or $20 per sack. A man sold IOO 
pounds of sugar this morning for $100 
and so it goes. Scores of fellows have 
sold out and gone back all along the 
trail from Dyea bere. I was the first 
man over the summit who came up on 
the Wilamette except those who hired 
their goods carried right through by 
Indians. There are eighteen in this 
party now and I think we will be able 
to sail down country by the 24th. The 
boys are all pretty well but the big 
‘/est men have proved the poores 
stayers. 
We expect to go up Stewart 
river us far as we can before it freezes 
thinking things will bo too full at 
the Klondyke for us at present. Evoiy 
report that we get from the Stewart 
is more encouraging than the last. 
There are quite a number of ladies 
on the trail and the way they dress 
would no doubt interest you wonder­ 
fully. Some wear bloomers and sweat­ 
er s others wear bicycle suits and some 
just wear pants like the men. I met 
three on the trail together one day 
wearing overalls inside rubber boots. 
The weather here is not clear aud cool 
but is almost always raining aud blow­ 
ing and the wind blows so hard that 
ii seems to drive the rain right 
through your clothing and chills your 
very soul. We are wet through nearly 
every night aud the trail is so muddy 
thatyouare saturated with filth toyour 
knees anyway but we are over with 
that now. News has just come into 
camp of a glacier sliding down the 
mountain and killing four or live men 
and they have recovered two of the 
bodies.

couldn’t understand how I did it since 
I had as large an outfit as any of them 
I have been camping with them for 
two weeks now and am virtually one 
of the party. 
The hardship of getting over this 
trail from Dyea to Lake Linderman 
have not been much overrated though 
this is by far tho best route. One of 
the worst features of the whole thing 
is the fact that from Sheep camp, five 
miles from the summit, to Lake Lin­ 
derman, eleven miles down the Yukon 
side there is little of any wood to be 
had and at the summit and for two 
miles on each side wood of any kind, 
even shrubs, do not grow, the whole 
country being just simply mountains 
of rock. The last half mile before you 
reach the summit you rise 2,000 feet 
so you can imagine how steep it is. 
Wood at the foot of the summit is 
worth six cents a pound and one can­ 
not have fire to dry himself with but 
is in luck if he can get a cun of some­ 
thing warm once a day. 
I have seen 
doughnuts sell for 25 cents a piece 
and even hard tack biscuit sold all 
the way from 10 to 20 cents each. 
Money is no object on this trail. When 
1 packed my goods over the summit 1 
took over 420 pounds in one day. As 
the rate for carrying over was then 8 
cents a pound I earned $32 that day 
carrying my o w d goods. I have about 
1100 pounds hereon Lake Linderman 
aud it would have cost me 40 cents a 
pound to have it carried here from 
Dyea so you can imagine what 
could have earned packing for some 
one else. 
A pair of shoes worth $6 in 
Seattle are worth from $10 to $15 
here and you can’t buy a pound of 
Hour here on the lake for less than 40 
cents or $20 per sack. A man sold 100 
pounds of sugar this morning for $100 
and so it goes. Scores of fellows have 
sold out and gone back all along the 
trad from Dyea here. 1 was the first 
man over the summit whoeame up on 
the Wilamette except those who hired 
their goods carried right through 
Indians. 
There are eighteen in this 
party now and I think we will be able 
to sad down country by the 24th. The 
boys are ail pretty well but the big 
<remt men have proved the poores 
stayers. 
VVe expect to go up Stewart 
river as far as we can before it freezes 
thinking things will bo too full at 
the Kloudyke for us at present. Evoiy 
report that wo get from the Steward 
is more encouraging than the last. 
There are quite a number of ladies 
on the trail aud the way they dress 
would no doubt interest you wonder­ 
fully. Some wear bloomers aud sweat­ 
ers others wear bicycle suits and some 
just wear pants like tho men. 
I met 
three on the trail together one day 
wearing overalls inside rubber boots. 
The weather here is not cleur and cool 
but is almost always raining aud blow­ 
ing and the wind blows so hard that 
it seems to drive the rain right 
through your clothing and chills your 
very soul. We are wet through nearly 
every night and the trail is so muddy 
that you are saturated with tilth toyour 
knet's anyway but we are over with 
that now. 
News has just come into 
camp of a glacier sliding down the 
mountain and killing four or five men 
aud they have recovered two of the 
bodies. 
All of our party are far past 
those dangers now however and we 
can safely say we are over the worst

Mr. as is now advanced bv trade union­ 
ists, the remedy can he found by short­ 
ening the hours of labor, so that all the 
people can find some employment all 
die time.

recall 
that, in 
1882, 
when 
hops 
were 
very scarce, 
and when we were 
paying for them ten 
francs per kilo..and 
even 
more, 
our 
brewers searched in 
every direction for 
cheaper hops. 
Or­ 
ders were then spe­ 
cially sent to Po­ 
land, from which country we received 
some hops of very ordinary quality, at 
prices not more than half those which 
were being charged for the 
inferior 
qualities produced in other countries. 
The situation is now entirely changed, 
as it is not uncommon, to-day, to And 
Polish hops quoted at very high rates. 
It is true th a t considerable plantations 
have existed in Russia for a long pe­ 
riod, but their product has been little 
known, and has been In small demand 
because the drying and curing were far 
from w hat was desirable. 
During the 
past twelve years or so 
m any 
im­ 
provem ents have been effected. 
The 
Russian government, seeing the prof­ 
its which would accrue to tho country 
by the adoption of a more rational and 
more careful system, has supported the 
efforts made by the planters, with the 
object of obtaining a product resem 
►ding the fine qualities of Germany and 
Austria. 
The first W arsaw hop com­ 
pany, whose collection of samples is 
shown in the brewery section of our 
International Exhibition, were among 
the earliest to take advantage of this 
encouragem ent given by the support of 
the government, and have rendered im ­ 
portant service to the hop culture by 
engaging experts from abroad, and by 
*ntroducing on a large scale the culti­

of his orchard always bear, others oc­ 
casionally bear, while still others nev­ 
er bear. 
It is universally known th a t 
the tendencies in a bud are transm itted 
to the plant resulting from its propaga­ 
tion. 
The present system of propagat­ 
ing fruits from bearing 
trees, 
non­ 
bearing trees, and nursery rows m ust 
tend to deteriorate varieties, which can 
be m aintained and improved only by 
selecting buds from trees whose fruit 
is superior to th a t of the entire or­ 
chard. The subject of the m aintenance 
and im provem ent of varieties through 
bud selection will be treated in a sub­ 
sequent bulletin. 
Pruning.—The pruning of the cherry 
orchard should be done during the first 
two or three years of Its 
existence, 
after which only the dead and interlac­ 
ing branches will need to be removed. 
In general, the sweet cherry should be 
so formed as to give it a spreading 
habit. W hen the sweet cherry is allow ­ 
ed to grow w ithout paying attention to 
its form, it assum es a spire-like shape, 
but if the head is started 3 to 3M» feet 
from the ground, and the three or four 
main arm s are pruned in for two or 
three years, the tree assumes more of 
the spreading apple tree form. 
The 
spreading form of tree has m any essen­ 
tial advantages; it facilitates the opera­ 
tion of spraying, 
m aterially 
reduces 
the cost of fa th e rin g the fruit, and of 
greater importance, It shades the trunk 
and lessens the danger to it from sun 
scald aud from the bursting of 
the 
bark.

The Cherry O rchard. 


Bulletin 35, of the Delaware expert 
nient station treats of the cherry. 
In 
part It says: 
Soil.—The cherry will thrive In a va­ 
riety of soils, but it reaches Its high­ 
est development in one naturally light, 
dry and loamy; in a soil retentive of 
moisture, but which never "sours.” The 
sweet cherry will flourish on soils too 
dry for other fruits, but the sour va­ 
rieties require more m oisture to devel­ 
op their best cherries. 
The orchardist 
m ust have recourse to underdrainlng 
if the soil is not naturally dry. but on 
light dry knolls, otherw ise favorable 
to cherry culture, the m oisture content 
and the moisture-holding capacity of 
the soil can be increased by the 
ad­ 
dition of vegetable m atter, and by ju ­ 
dicious surface cultivation. 
The w rit­ 
er has in mind a knoll in eastern New 
York, Ideal for the sweet cherry, but 
which was too dry and thin for the 
growth of the trees. 
The mechanical 
condition of the soil has been changed 
by turning under crimson clover, and 
by frequent cultivation to a deep re 
tentive loam, adapted to the highest 
development of the fruit In the dryest 
seasons. 
Location.—It is 
probable 
th a t 
in 
northern Delaware the 
best 
results 
with the cherry will follow a location 
th at retards the period of blooming, a 
elope to the west or northw est, as an 
exposure to the south would hasten the 
development of the buds in spring, and 
endanger the crop from the late white 
froFts. 
The selection of a depression 
or the base of a hill Is likely to be fol­ 
lowed by late frosts In these locations. 
In the central and southern part of the 
state, where the country is nearly lev­ 
el or gently undulating, a slight d e v a 
tlon is preferable since It insures good 
drainage of the land, and a circulation 
of air. 
It should be said, however, 
that the more hardy sour cherry will 
thrive on lower levels than the sweet 
varieties. 
Distance of T re e s —In th irty years 
the vigorous varieties of sweet cher­ 
ries may attain a height of from 40 
to 50 feet, with arm s spreading on 
either side from 15 to 20 feet. 
The 
varieties of sweet cherries should stand 
not less than 30 feet ap art each way. 
Closer distances result in Interlacing 
branches, difficult picking and spraying 
and a larger am ount of decayed fruit. 
In w estern New York, the sour va­ 
rieties are set a t 
various 
distances, 
ranging from 12x12 to 18x18 feet. L ater 
plantings place the trees 18x18 feet for 
the spreading Montmorency and E arly 
Richmond, and 16x16 feet for the more 
bushy MorelloB. 
Propagating the Varieties.—Cherry 
trees are usually set two years after 
budding. 
The trees are budded in the 
nursery as yearlings, the sour cherries 
mainly on the Mahaleb, and less on 
the Mazzard, and the sweet varieties 
almost entirely on the Mazzard. 
If 
the grower contemplates 
the 
cherry 
business on a large scale, the w riter 
believes it of great im portance th at he 
select buds from trees with uniformly 
heavy bearing tendencies, 
and 
send 
them to a nurserym an to be budded for 
the future orchard. Every fruit grow 


Th* Sorghum* In Kansn*. 
In 1893, when tho first returns of the 
non-saccharine 
sorghum s 
in K ansas 
were made to the State Board of A gri­ 
culture the area planted to milo maize 
was 14,004 
acres, 
Kafir 
corn 46,911 
acres, and Jerusalem corn 17,027 acres. 
In the four years since, according to 
a press bulletin issued by Secretary F. 
D. Coburn, milo maize has fallen 25.5 
per cent in acreage, 
and 
Jerusalem 
corn 50 per cent, while the increase 
In Kafir corn has been 692 per cent, 
324.838 acres. 
The counties 
in 
1893 
having 1,000 acres or 
more 
of Kafir 
corn were Neosho, leading with 2,832 
acres; Clark, 2,480; Comanche, 2,405; 
Haskell, 2,005; Ness, 1,716; Greenwood, 
1,627; Dickinson, 1,549; Stanton, 1,321; 
Gray, 1,263; Morris, 1,218; Meade, 1,210; 
Ford 1,171; Grant, 1,150; Lincoln, 1,099, 
and Ellis, 1,044, or fifteen counties all 
told. 
This year there are 71 bounties 
with 1,000 acres and upwards, ranging 
from 1,128 acres In Graham to 22,256 
in Greenwood. 
This year’s 
area 
is 
371.838 acres. The leading counties are 
Greenwood, with 22,256 acres; Barber, 
21,548; Dickinson, 11,731; Butler, 11,714, 
and Reno, 11,124. 
So popular has this 
plant become th a t it is grown in every 
county, and, except in a very few, its 
acreage is of considerable importance. 
lf the total increase in acreage during 
the past four years was equally appor­ 
tioned there would be 3,093 acres In­ 
crease for each county in the 
state. 
During the four years from 1894 to 
1897 inclusive, the saccbarine sorghum 
arca increased 220,323 acres, or 166 
per cent. The total this year is 352,528 
acres. 
The county having the largest 
planting is Barber, with 13,183 acres, 
followed by Finney. 
11,873; 
Ottawa, 
9,930; Reno, 9,082; Russell, 8,883, and 
Dickinson, 8,269. Sorghum is grown in 
every county; the great bulk of the sac­ 
charine sorghum now 
raised 
in the 
state is for forage and grain; not at all 
for sugar-m aking, and only in a small 
way for syrup. 
W hile stock growers 
are pretty evenly divided as to which 
sorts are of greatest value for their 
purposes both the sweet and the uon 
sweet are rapidly gaining in popular 
tty and becoming Im portant factors In 
their business.—F. D. Coburn. 


S unshine a n d Plant*. 
Some Interesting experim ents on the 
effects of w eather on plants are given 
in a little work by John Clayton, an 
English naturalist. Twelve bean plants 
were placed in the ground so th at one- 
half of them would receive all the sun­ 
shine of the day, while the others re 
mained continuously in the shade, and 
the crop of beans grown in the sun 
shine weighed three 
times 
th a t pro­ 
duced in the shade. 
The experiment 
was continued in succeeding years. Al! 
seeds were planted under the cond! 
lions of the preceding year, the differ 
ences between the two classes of plants 
progressively increasing until in the 
fourth year the plants of exclusively 
shade-grown 
ancestors flowered 
but 
failed to m ature fruit. 
M easurements 
of 
the 
contraction 
of 
trees 
in 
w inter 
were 
also 
made. 
The 
girths of sycamore trunks were from 
two to three-sixteenths of an inch, and 
of oaks from five to six-sixteenths of 
an inch, less In February at a tem pera 
ture of 3 degrees Fahr. thun in Octo­ 
ber, after growth hail ceased, and the 
trunks expanded to their original size 
on March 2, at a tem perature of 39 de­ 
grees. 
The frequent splitting of forest 
trees is due to this contraction by cold

In defense of her view, she 
points out th a t there is aB much varia 
tion in color in roots In the darkness 
of underground life, as in the flowers 
exposed to the full light above. 
She 
refers to white and yellow carrots, pur­ 
ple beqts, red onions, the golden fibres 
of the Coptis, commonly called gold­ 
thread; aud she gives numerous other 
instances. In the black, upturned mud 
of a swamp, she collected among the 
netw ork of roots, ivory white, brown, 
black aud yellow-tinted fibres, belong­ 
ing to various species of plants.

er appreciates the fact that some trees 
of his orchard always bear, others oc­ 
casionally bear, while still others nev­ 
er bear. It is universally known that 
the tendencies in a bud are transmitted 
to the plant resulting from Its propaga­ 
tion. The present system of propagat­ 
ing fruits from bearing trees, non­ 
bearing trees, and nursery rows must 
tend to deteriorate varieties, which can 
be maintained and Improved only by 
selecting buds from trees whose fruit 
Is superior to that of the entire or­ 
chard. The subject of the maintenance 
and improvement of varieties through 
bud selection will be treated in a sub­ 
sequent bulletin. 
Pruning.—The pruning of the cherry 
orchard should be done during the first 
two or three years of its existence, 
after which only the dead and interlac­ 
ing branches will need to be removed. 
In general, the swreet cherry should be 
so formed as to give it a spreading 
habit. When the sweet cherry is allow- 
ed to grow without paying attention to 
its form, it assumes a spire-like shape, 
but if the head is started 3 to 3Vii feet 
from the ground, and the three or four 
main arms are pruned in for two or 
three years, the tree assumes more of 
the spreading apple tree form. 
The 
spreading form of tree has many essen- 
I tial advantages; it facilitates the opera­ 
tion of spraying, materially reduces 
i the cost of fathering the fruit, and of 
greater importance, it shades the trunk 
and lessens the danger to it from sun 
scald and from the bursting of the 
bark.

ders were then spe­ 
cially sent to Po­ 
land, from which country we received 
some hops of very ordinary quality, at 
prices not more than half those which 
were being charged for the inferior j 
qualities produced in other countries. 
The situation is now entirely changed, 
as It Is not uncommon, to-day, to find 
Polish hops quoted at very high rates. 
It is true that considerable plantations 
have existed in Russia for a long pe­ 
riod, but their product has been little 
known, and has been in small demand 
because the drying and curing were far 
from what was desirable. During the 
past twelve years or so many im­ 
provements have been effected. 
The 
Russian government, seeing the prof­ 
its which would accrue to the country 
by the adoption of a more rational and 
more careful system, has supported the 
efforts made by the planters, with the 
object of obtaining a product resem­ 
bling the fine qualities of Germany and 
Austria. The first Warsaw hop com­ 
pany, whose collection of samples is 
shown in the brewery section of our 
International Exhibition, were among 
the earliest to take advantage of this 
encouragement given by the support of 
the government, and have rendered im­ 
portant service to the hop culture by 
engaging experts from abroad, and by 
‘ntroducing on a large scale the culti­ 
vation of plants obtained from Bo­ 
hemia and Bavaria. After careful ex­ 
amination of the samples resulting 
from these replantings, we are able to 
state that they now correspond very 
nearly with the actual Bohemian or 
Bavarian growths. The total produc- 
| Mon of hops in the world in 1896 
amounted to 1,650,000 quintals. 
Rus­ 
sia's contribution to this figure was 
63,000 quintals and her export of hops 
•n 1896 to the different European states 
•reached 21,000 quintals, being an in­ 
crease of 2,500 quintals upon the pre­ 
vious year. It can, therefore, be un­ 
derstood that Russian hops will prob­ 
ably attain an honorable and import­ 
ant position in the world’s market.— 
Le Petit Journal du Brasseur, Brus­ 
sels.

In 1893, when the first returns of the 
non-saccharine sorghums in Kansas 
were made to the State Board of Agri­ 
culture the area planted to milo maize 
was 14,004 acres, Kafir corn 46,911 
acres, and Jerusalem corn 17,027 acres. 
In the four years since, according to 
a press bulletin Issued by Secretary F. 
D. Coburn, milo maize has fallen 25.5 
per cent in acreage, and Jerusalem 
corn 50 per cent, while the increase 
In Kafir corn has been 692 per cent, 
324.838 acres. The counties in 1893 
having 1,000 acres or more of Kafir 
corn were Neosho, leading with 2,832 
acres; Clark, 2,480; Comanche, 2,405; 
Haskell, 2,005; Ness, 1,716; Greenwood, 
1,627; Dickinsou, 1,549; Stanton, 1,321; 
Gray, 1.2G3; Morris, 1,218; Meade, 1,210; 
Ford 1,171; Grant, 1,150; Lincoln, 1,099, 
and Ellis, 1,044, or fifteen counties all 
told. This year there are 71 bounties 
with 1,000 acres and upwards, ranging 
from 1,128 acres In Graham to 22,256 
in Greenwood. This year’s area is 
371.838 acres. The leading counties are 
Greenwood, with 22,256 acres; Barber, 
21,548; Dickinson, 11,731; Butler, 11,714, 
and Reno, 11,124. So popular 1ms this 
plant become that it is grown in every 
county, and, except in a very few, its 
acreage is of considerable importance. 
If the total increase in acreage during 
the past four years was equally appor­ 
tioned there would be 3,093 acres in­ 
crease for each county in the state. 
During the four years from 1894 to 
1897 inclusive, the saccharine sorghum 
area increased 220,323 acres, or 166 
per cent. The total this year is 352,528 
acres. The county having the largest 
planting is Barber, with 13,183 acres, 
followed by Finney. 11.873; Ottawa, 
9,930; Reno, 9,082; Russell, 8,883, and 
Dickinson, 8,269. Sorghum Is grown in 
every county; the great bulk of the sac­ 
charine sorghum now raised in the 
state is for forage and grain; not at all 
for sugar-making, and only In a small 
way for syrup. While stock growers 
are pretty evenly divided as to which 
sorts are of greatest value for their 
purposes both the sweet and the non- 
sweet are rapidly gaining In popular­ 
ity and becoming Important factors In 
their business.—F. D. Coburn.

AN OPEN LETTER 
To MOTHERS. 
T h e C h e r r y O r c h a r d . 
j 
Bulletin 35, of the Delaware experi­ 
ment station treats of the cherry. In 
part it says: 
I 
Soil.—The cherry will thrive in a va­ 
riety of soils, but it reaches its high­ 
est development in one naturally light, 
dry and loamy; in a soil retentive of 
moisture, but which never "sours.” The 
sweet cherry vrlll flourish on soils too 
dry for other fruits, but the sour va­ 
rieties require more moisture to devel­ 
op their best cherries. The orchardist 
must have recourse to underdrainlng 
if the soil is not naturally dry, but on 
light dry knolls, otherwise favorable 
to cherry culture, the moisture content 
and the moisture-holding rapacity of 
the soil can be increased by the ad- j 
dition of vegetable matter, and by ju­ 
dicious surface cultivation. The writ­ 
er has in mind a knoll in eastern New 
York, Ideal for the sweet cherry, but 
which was too dry and thin for the 
growth of the trees. The mechanical 
condition of the soil has been changed 
by turning under crimson clover, and 
by frequent cultivation to a deep re­ 
tentive loam, adapted to the highest 
development of the fruit in the dryest 
seasons. 
Location.—It is probable that in 
northern Delaware the best results 
with the cherry will follow a location 
that retards the period of blooming, a 
slope to the west or northwest, as an 
exposure to the south would hasten the 
development of the buds in spring, and 
endanger the crop from the late white 
frost a. The selection of a depression 
or the base of a hill is likely to be fol- 


I lowed by late frosts in these locations. 
In the central and southern part of the 
state, where the country is nearly lev- 
el or gently undulating, a slight eleva­ 
tion is preferable since it insures good 
drainage of the land, and a circulation 
of air. It should be said, however, 
that the more hardy sour cherry will 
thrive on lower levels than the sweet 
varieties. 
Distauce of Trees.—In thirty years 
the vigorous varieties of sweet cher­ 
ries may attain a height of from 40 
to 50 feet, with arms spreading on 
either side from 15 to 20 feet. 
The 
varieties of sweet cherries should stand 
not less than 30 feet apart each way. 
Closer distances result in Interlacing 
I branches, difficult picking and spraying 
I and a larger amount of decayed fruit. 
I In western New York, the sour va- 
I rleties aro set at various distances, 
I ranging from 12x12 to 18x18 feet. Later 
I plantings place the trees 18x18 feet for 
I the spreading Montmorency and Early 
I Richmond, and 16x16 feet for the more 
I bushy Morellos. 
I Propagating the Varieties.—Cherry 
I trees are usually set two years after 
I budding. The trees are budded in the 
I nursery as yearlings, the sour cherries 
I mainly on the Mahaleb, and less on 
I the Mazzard, and the sweet varieties 
I almost entirely on the Mazzard. 
If 
I the grower contemplates the cherry 
I business on a large scale, the writer 
I believes it of great importance that he 
I select buds from trees with uniformly 
I heavy bearing tendencies, and send 
them to a nurseryman to be budded for 
the future orchard. Every fruit grow-

Sunshine and Plants. 
Some Interesting experimenta on the 
effects of weather on plants are given 
in a little work by John Clayton, an 
English naturalist. Twelve bean plants 
were placed in the ground so that one- 
half of them would receive all the sun­ 
shine of the day, while the others re­ 
mained continuously in the shade, and 
the crop of beans grown in the sun­ 
shine weighed three times that pro­ 
duced in the shade. The experiment 
was continued in succeeding years. A I! 
seeds were planted under the condi­ 
tions of the preceding year, the differ­ 
ences between the two classes of planta 
progressively increasing until in the 
fourth year the plants of exclusively 
shade-grown ancestors flowered but 
failed to mature fruit. Measurements

The 
girths of sycamore trunks were from 
two to three-sixteenths of an inch, and 
of oaks from five to six-sixteenths of 
an inch, less in February at a tempera­ 
ture of 3 degrees Fahr. than in Octo­ 
ber, after growth had ceased, and the 
trunks expanded to their original size 
on March 2, at a temperature of 39 de­ 
grees. The frequent splitting of forest 
trees is due to this contraction by cold. 
Color of 
Flowers.—Miss 
Esther 
Thompson, in the “Asa Gray Bulletin,” 
disputes the dogma that color in flow­ 
ers is solely the product of light; and 
also the dogma that color is given to 
flowers for the purpose of attracting in­ 
sects, and thus aiding in cross-fertili­ 
zation. In defense of her view, she 
points out that there is as much varia­ 
tion in color in roots in the darkness 
of underground life, as in the flowers 
exposed to the full light above. She 
refers to white and yellow carrots, pur­ 
ple beqts, red onions, the goldsn fibres 
of the Coptis, commonly called gold­ 
thread; and she gives numerous other 
instances. In the black, upturned mud 
of a swamp, she collected among the 
network of roots, ivory white, brown, 
black and yellow-tinted fibres, belong­ 
ing to various species of plants.
